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PNEUMONIC PLAGUE DIED OUT 
AS SUDDENLY AS IT APPEARED 


Pekin, Muy 27,—The epidemic of 
pneumonic plague in Manchuria has 
died away in almost ag miraculoug a 
manner as it came. Its disappear- 
ance has been a surprise to medical 
men and to foreigners generally 
throughout China. jt was feared 
that every town would have to ex- 
perience the awful tragedy of Fuchia- 
dien, the sister city of Harbin, no 
one town learning the lesson from 
the other. To some extent this was 
the case, but the Chinese, even in 
remote villages, took the lesson 
quickly. Their conservatism did not 
long oppose the methods of advanc- 
ed medical eciench which their own 
government approved and ordered, 
‘This is taken to mean that the men 
of foreign education not only have 
the support of the government, but 
are also making headway among the 
Masses of the people in overcoming 
their traditional prejudice agairist 
physiciana and modern treatments. 

The Government and Assembly. 

The removal of Prince Pu Lun 
from the presideney of the Nationa) 
Assembly, and the appointment of 
Shih Hsu, a former grand secretary, 
in the Prince's palace, mark a curi- 
ous phase in the contest between the 
government and the radical perform- 
ers who dominated thé last session of 
the assembly and permitted mo con- 
servative yoice an opinion of the 
floor. Prince Lu Luh, whose eldest 
son was discussed as heir to the 
throne, is a man of about thirty 
years of age, In case the selection 
of his child had been made, Prince 
Lu Lun would now be regent of 
China. It ig supposed, therefore, 
that there exists q certain amount of 
jealousy between the two high 
princes.

Vancouver, B.C,, May 29—The first 
concerted action to avert the general 
strike threatened by the labor unions 
here next Monday was taken at 
apecial meeting of city council adit 
when the council appointed a commit- 
tee of seven to offer their services to 
the building trades council and mas- 
ter builders association in arranging 
a wonference to settle their labor 
dimeulties 

The original resolutions at the meet- 
ing tonight directed that the commit- 
tee confer with either parties to the 
dispute, the chief feature of which 
is the demand of labor for recogni- 
tion of closed shop principle. But 
this action was not favored by the 
majority, who believed that the com- 
mittee should not act unless the par- 
ties were disposed to accept their ser- 
vices and a resolution to that effect 
carried, 

The Typographical Union on Sunday 
had a meeting and voted a sum in 
aid of the strike. The union also 
authorized the sending of a telegram 
to President Lynch, head of the union, 


asking for permission to join the 
general strike next Monday.
